“The Muslims preach 
Negro superiority, impose 
rigid moral codes, advocate 
separation of the races and 
creation of a Negro nation 
on U.S. soil. 

“Brother Malcolm’s split 
with the sect has many 
Negro leaders worried. He 
commands a large follow¬ 
ing in Harlem. In racially 
troubled cities, his new line 
of preaching could stir up 
serious trouble for the whole 
civil-rights movement.
